Mrs. Ru th L. Brown of No­ 
v ato is dev eloping a split per­ 
sonality 
when 
it 
comes 
to 
trees. She lov es them, bu t 
Not long ago Mrs. Brown and 
her hu sband, Clau de, a Nav y 
chief engineman, decided they 
liked Nov ato and wanted to 
make it their perm anent home. 
They pu rchased a spaciou s lot 
and modern hou se at 20 Loma 
Vista in Tru mbu ll Estates No. 
2. 
“We bou ght that lot becau se 
of the beau tifu l trees,” Mrs. 
Brown sighed. She was en­ 
thralled with the stately row 
of towering pines and cy press­ 
es bordering Simmons lane, a 
priv ate dirt roadway leading 
to the old Nov ato Cemetery . 
The lane ru ns in back of the 
Browns’ lot. 
Time passed, and so did 
Mrs. Brown’s enthu siasm. The 
trees, it dev eloped, were in 
sad shape. Some were dead, 
others were rotting and one 
tilted 
precariou sly ov er the 
y ard where Tani, the Browns’ 
two-y ear-old dau ghter, romps 
du ring the day . 
Mrs. Brown isn’t one to let 
danger stare her in the face 
v ery long. Her hu sband was in 
San Diego at the time and 
something had to be done in a 
hu rry . 
“As a new citizen of Nov ato,” 
she wrote the Marin Board of 
Su perv isors, “I am addressing 
this letter to y ou in the hope 
of getting some help on a mat­ 
ter that giv es me great con­ 
cern.” 
TRIPLE HAZARD 
The trees, she said, were a 
“triple hazard to my home and 
family .” She complained of (1) 
the danger of one or more trees 
toppling ov er, 
“resu lting . in 
certain loss of property and 
v ery likely loss of life,” (2) the 
fire hazard created by the 
“tangle of debris” su rrou nding 
the trees, and (3) the poison 
oak 
wrapped 
arou nd 
their 
tru nks. 
Regarding the poison oak, 
Mrs. Brown term ed it “as heal­ 
thy and thriv ing as I’v e seen 
any where and as thick as cam­ 
paign 
bu ttons 
at 
election 
time.” Under her signatu re she 
wrote, “W orried m other.” 
The su perv isors were sy m­ 
pathetic, bu t Depu ty Dist. Atty . 
Leland Jordan adv ised them 
the cou nty had no ju risdiction 
in the m atter becau se the trees 
stood on priv ate property own­ 
ed by the Nov ato Cemetery 
Assn. 
Mrs. Brown decided then and 
there to take her case to the 
association. For all the blind 
alley s 
she 
encou ntered 
she 
might ju st as well hav e walked 
into a laby rinth. 
There appeared to be a ceme­ 
tery association, all right, bu t 
all o f its officers were dead. 
In fa ct Mrs. Brown discov ered, 
the organization had been v ir­ 


tu ally 
defu nct 
since 
Fred 
Sv eetser, form er cou nty su per­ 
v isor, died in 1929. Sweetser 
apparently was the last su rv iv ­ 
ing male member. 
NO CARETAKER 
There is still an occasional 
bu rial in the old cemetery , 
which has had no care since 
Sweetser’s death. Some of the 
headstones date back nearly 90 
y ears. Today , the nominal bu r­ 
ial fees are paid into a special 
fu nd maintained by the Nov a­ 
to branch of Central Valley 
Bank. 
Fru strated at ev ery tu rn in 
her effort to hav e the tree sit­ 
u ation corrected before the 
winter storms, Mrs. Brown fin­ 
ally decided to risk a possible 
lawsu it and take action herself. 
She fou nd a willing ally in 
B. F. Collier, former San Qu en­ 
tin officer, whose hou se across 
See NOVATO, Page 4 .

SAN FRANCISCO OP)—Atty . 
Gen. Edmu nd G. Brown today 
issu ed his long awaited opin­ 
ion on Proposition 4 . He strad­ 
dled. the fence, bu t leaned 
against the controv ersial oil 
and gas conserv ation measu re. 
The 35 -page opinion ou tlined 
a 
“su bstantial” 
a r g u m e n t 
against Proposition 4 , w’hich 
Brown’s assistant said placed 
the ou tcome of the qu estion in 
su ch dou bt that it may not be 
answered 
short 
of 
lengthy 
cou rt action. * 
Brown indicated he was in 
sy mpathy with the conserv a­ 
tion aims of the measu re, bu t 
that it might be better for it 
to be enacted by the Legisla­ 
tu re rather than as an initia­ 
tiv e. 


PURPOSE OF PLAN 
Proposition 4 wou ld prov ide 
for “u nit” operation of Cali­ 
fornia oil pools. That is, if 7 5 
per cent of su rface land owners 
agreed, they cou ld operate the 
entire pool according to certain 
conserv ation practices. 
It wou ld establish a three- 
man state oil and gas commis­ 
sion to adm inister the law. 
Brown was the first top state 
official to take a pu blic stand 
on the measu re. Both the Re­ 
pu blican and Democratic par­ 
ties in the state decided to stay 
neu tral as the giants of the 
California petroleu m indu stry 
slu gged it ou t. 


FOR AND AGAINST 
Brown’s 
opinion 
stated 
a 
nu mber of points in su pport of 
Proposition 
4 r bu t they ap­ 
peared to be ou tweighed by the 
argu ments against it. 
Brown stated that the “bet­ 
ter v iew . . . su stains the con 
tinu ing au thority of the Lands 
Commission to control specific 
measu res to prev ent waste on 
state lands.” 
Brown 
said 
the 
opinion 
tou ched “only the fringes” of 
the measu re, and was limited 
to considering the effect on 
state lands. It pointed ou t that 
the u se of state lands is con­ 
trolled only by the Lands Com­ 
mission. 


UNPREDICTABLE 
Becau se the state's tide and 
su bmerged lands hav e not been 
fu lly dev eloped, Brown said, 
“the inability to foresee all the 
legal problems arising from the 
operation of Proposition 4 re­ 
stricts its legal analy sis.” 
He said it was more difficu lt 
to correct “u nforseen problems 
which arise from operation of 
an initiativ e measu re su ch as 
Proposition 4 . . . than if the 
law was enacted by the Legis­ 
latu re as a statu te.” 
He said that if the Legisla­ 
tu re had enacted the measu re, 
“mistakes in ju dgm ent and u n­ 
foreseen fu tu re dev elopments 
cou ld be dealt with and cor­ 
rected at ensu ing legislativ e 
sessions. He said that as the 
measu re now stands the Legis­ 
latu re 
“is 
prohibited 
from 
amending any of the prov isions 
of Proposition 4 which are con­ 
sidered in the opinion.”

We are to ld so me o f the leading leg is­ 
lato rs, g o v ernment ex ecutiv es, business­ 
men, ag riculturists, labo r leaders, edu­ 
cato rs. and ev en so me newsmen at­ 
tended the sessio ns. 
After the co nference was co ncluded 
a repo rt was issued o f finding s that 
were mo st illuminating . Reco mmended 
were appo intment, no t electio n, o f all 
state o fficers ex cept the g o v erno r, lieu­ 
tenant g o v erno r and atto rney g eneral; 
abo lishment o f cro ss filing ; better co n­ 
tro l o f lo bby ists; eliminatio n o f the leg ­ 
islativ e recess, a leng thened sessio n and 
mo re pay fo r leg islato rs. 
All o f these to pics are o f v ital inter­ 
est to ev ery Califo rnian. Yet the lid 
o f censo rship was so tig htly clamped o n 
the co nference that bo th majo r wire 
serv ices carried o nly sho rt, inno cuo us 
little sto ries that did no t mentio n a sin­ 
g le name o f tho se “ leading Califo rni­ 
ans” attending . 
Fo r fo ur day s, 6 3 o r 5 5 (depending 
o n which wire serv ice y o u believ e) “ o ut­ 
standing ” men po ndered the co nditio n 
o f o ur state g o v ernment and fo und it 
“ mo dern, efficient and fo rward-lo o k­ 
ing .” 
But who ’s to believ e them? What 
g o o d hav e they do ne by bring ing their 
co mbined brains, time and talents to 
bear o n o ur state’s pro blems? No t o ne 
little io ta. 
Who are these men any way ? Ho w 
did they reach their decisio ns? 
What 
were the alternativ es discussed? There 
are no answers to these questio ns, so o f

co urse no weig ht can be g iv en to their 
decisio ns. Who wants to g iv e any co n­ 
sideratio n at all to the finding s o f a 
g ro up o f ano ny mo us men meeting in 
secret sessio n? 
And why all the secrecy ? As we g et 
the sto ry , all present were swo rn to no t 
quo te o r identify o thers present so that 
ev ery o ne wo uld feel he co uld speak 
freely . 
What kind o f malarky is that? Are we 
to believ e that so me 6 0 “ leading Cali­ 
fo rnians” wo uld no t speak freely their 
tho ug hts, beliefs and o bserv atio ns o n 
o ur state g o v ernment when they are 
g athered fo r the so le purpo se o f impro v ­ 
ing that g o v ernment? 
Our g uess is that if each man present 
had been indiv idually asked if he o b­ 
jected to the public kno wing what the 
co nference was discussing and who said 
what, there wo uld no t hav e been a sin­ 
g le o bjectio n. That is, if the men in­ 
v o lv ed were the “ o utstanding ” men we 
are to ld they were. 
We are amazed and disappo inted, to o , 
at Stanfo rd Univ ersity ’s spo nso rship o f 
such a sessio n. Califo rnia needs a Co n­ 
ference o n State Go v ernment. Specific­ 
ally it needs a special sectio n o f such a 
co nference dev o ted ex clusiv ely to ho w 
we can g o abo ut rewriting o ur State 
Co nstitutio n. And o ther sectio ns dev o t­ 
ing their best effo rt to the o ther pro b­ 
lems which the Stanfo rd fiasco tackled. 
We ho pe so meo ne reco v ers Stan­ 
fo rd’s fumble. We ho pe there is a real 
co nference aimed at reaching so lid 
reco mmendatio ns fro m the state’s best 
men, putting their tho ug hts into wo rds 
fo r all to hear o n the reco rd fo r the g o o d 
o f all o f us. 
Then we may be o n o ur way to better 
state g o v ernment.

Designed For Retired Couples 


NEW YORK UP — Millions 
of new homes for y ou ng mar­ 
ried cou ples hav e gone u p in 
America’s 
v ast 
pos t-w a r 
bu ild ing boom. 
Bu t Gilbert P. Ed ward s, a 
32-y ear-old 
Brookly n-b o r n 
engineer, is pioneering in a 
new field —prov id ing hou s­ 
ing d esigned to satisfy the 
d ifferent wants of retired 
cou ples. 


HIS LATEST v entu re is a 
16 -million-d ollar Ed en for the 
eld erly 
at Ft. Lau d erd ale, 
Fla., a project he feels will 
help set a new pattern in liv ­ 
ing for the growing army of 
U.S. senior citizens. 
Something of a boy geniu s, 
Ed ward s is alread y a v eteran 
bu ild er. At 19 he was grad u ­ 
ated from Brown Univ ersity . 
As an ensign still below v ot­ 
ing age he was resid ent offi­ 
cer in charge of su perv ising 
constru ction at the mu lti-mil­ 
lion d ollar Alamed a Nav al 
Air Station in California. 


After leav ing the Nav y , he 
went to Florid a with his $5 00 
d ischarge pay and immed iate­ 
ly began to parlay it into a 
fortu ne by 
specializing 
in 
bu ild ing d ev elopments cater­ 
ing to the old er generation. 


“I FEEL now I know ex ­ 
actly 
what 
retired people 
want,” he said . “They want 
secu rity , first of all, bu t a 
secu rity that is phy sical as 
well as financial. 
“They d on’t hanker for the 
wid e open spaces, nor d o they 
like the sky scraper-crowd ed 
big cities. They préfer a com­ 
mu nity which is small and 
friend ly , one in which they 
can associate with people in 
their own ago brackets and 
with the same interests.” 
His new project, Breakwa­ 
ter Beach, is a 34-acre site 
su rrou nd ed , ex cept for a 45 0- 
foot ocean front, by a fiv e- 
foot-high wall to giv e it pri­ 
v acy . 


THE WALLED-IN city will 
hav e its own shopping cen­ 
ter, an 11-story hotel, fiv e 
cooperativ ely owned 
apart­ 
ment bu ild ings, an 18 -hole 
pitch and pu tt golf cou rse, 
tennis cou rts, gard ens, boat 
anchorage space and a su rf 
clu b—bu t no night clu b. 
“Most retired people d on’t 
want a whoop-d e-d oo atmos­ 
phere,” said Ed ward s.

pau pers. The apartments will 
cost from $12,000 for one 
with a

bed room to

BUT A SURPRISING nu m­ 
ber of retired folk, particu ­ 
larly those who hav e owned 
their own homes in the past, 
can afford this scale of liv ­ 
ing. 
“We’re not going in for 
snob appeal,” said Ed ward s. 
“We aim at the av erage re­ 
tired small bu siness or pro­ 
fessional man.” 
His present project will 
take three y ears to complete. 
Ed ward s sees it only as the 
foreru nner of a series of 
specially bu ilt cities for the 
eld erly and has no fear his 
potential market will d imin­ 
ish. 


POINTING OUT that the 
popu lation of the Ft. Lau d er­ 
d ale area has more than d ou ­ 
bled since 195 0. he said : 
“There are 14 million peo­ 
ple 65 or ov er in the United 
States now. By 197 5 there 
will be more than 21 million: 
“Their real hou sing need s 
hav e been pretty well ov er­ 
looked in the ru sh to pu t u p 
homes for the y ou nger gen­ 
eration. They won’t be from 
now on. 
“Old er people no longer 
ju st look for a place to d ie 
when they retire. They look 
for a place where they can 
go on liv ing. They are learn­ 
ing what it takes to keep 
them 
happy —and 
I 
d on’t 
think any bu ild er will go 
broke if he goes to the trou ­ 
ble of find ing ou t what they 
really want, and giv es it to 
them.”

Bars OKed 
In Prop. 5 


SACRAMENTO (CNS) — 
From all ind ications, passage 
of Proposition 5 on the Nov . 
6 ballot will not make a great 
d eal of d ifference in 
the 
liq u or enforcement problems 
of the state. 
Accord ing 
to Ru ssell 
S. 
Mu nro, state liq u or ad minis­ 
trator, many people d o not 
realize that while the propo­ 
sition permits the operation 
of liq u or establishment for 
on-sale pu rposes withou t the 
present 
req u irement t h a t 
food be av ailable at all hou rs, 
the new proposition will not 
increase the total licenses in 
the state of California. 


AS THE LAW NOW read s, 
one license may be issu ed for 
ev ery thou sand popu lation. 
In the on-sale establishments, 
there is the req u irement that 
food be serv ed . 
In the ev ent the people 
pass Proposition 5 , the nu m­ 
ber of licenses the state may 
issu e 
remains 
ex actly 
the 
same, prov id es for two ty pes 
of licenses, restau rant and es­ 
tablishment 
where 
nothing 
bu t liq u or and possibly snacks 
are 
serv ed , 
and 
prohibits 
minors from 
entering the 
premises of the new ty pe of 
establishment. 


AS A RESULT, Mu nro say s 
he d oes not believ e the situ ­ 
ation will be mu ch changed 
from w'hat it is at the present 
time, w'ith the ex ception that 
liq u or establishments w'hich 
d o not now serv e food in v io­ 
lation of the Alcoholic Bev ­ 
erage Control Act, will mere­ 
ly apply for the new ty pe of 
license. 
In many commu nities of 
California, for instance the 
smaller towms, there* u su ally 
are sev eral liq u or establish­ 
ments, and only one, or per­ 
haps no restau rants. In cases 
like this, it wou ld appear 
illogical to req u ire food serv ­ 
ice when nobod y wants a 
meal. 
Similarly , 
in 
larger 
commu nities, there are d e­ 
mand s for many more bars 
than there are restau rants. 
The proposition was not 
su bmitted by the liq u or in­ 
d u stry . In fact, it is being 
opposed by some restau rant 
associations, 
w'hich 
see 
a 
lu crativ e bar bu siness d iv id ed 
u p with some liq u or estab­ 
lishments 
if 
the 
measu re 
passes. 
Howev er, there appears to 
be little reason why the eat­ 
ing hou ses shou ld hav e a 
monopoly on selling d rinks 
ov er the bar. 


IN ARGUMENTS against 
the proposition, the fear is ex ­ 
pressed that the “old -time 
saloon” will retu rn to Cali­ 
fornia if the measu re passes. 
While it is tru e that the es­ 
tablishments will be for the 
pu rpose of d ispensing liq u or 
only , they ex ist on the other 
hand tod ay , and u nless the 
law is changed to permit is­ 
su ance of more licenses, there 
will be no more liq u or es­ 
tablishments 
i n 
ex istance 
than there are tod ay . 
If the measu re d oes not 
pass, the state is d u e for one 
of the most d rastic clean-u ps 
seen since the people v oted 
liq u or ad ministration ou t of 
the Board of Eq u alization. 


MUNRO 
REALIZES 
that 
many establishments are not 
comply ing with the food re­ 
q u irements of the law'. He has 
mad e little attempt to enforce 
the prov isions of the law 
pend ing the mand ate of the 
people on what they want 
d one with regard to food in 
restau rants. This was the ex ­ 
pressed policy of the ad minis­ 
tration when it took ov er al­ 
coholic bev erage control. 
The liq u or ad ministiator is 
read y immed iately after Nov . 
6 to enforce strict compliance 
with the law if the measu re 
fails. This means that the res­ 
tau rant serv ing liq u or mu st 
be read y at any time liq u or 
is sold , to comply with the 
law and serv e a meal at the 
same time.

TOP SCI ENTI ST TELLS OF SOVI ET 
Red Leaders Want Domination But 


They've Decided War Is Not Way 


(NOTE: Dr. Lu is W. Al­ 
v arez, one of the top nu ­ 
clear scientists in the Unit­ 
ed States, 
v isited 
Ru ssia 
last May at the inv itation of 
the Sov iet Acad emy of Sci­ 
ence. He kept a d iary of 
his trip. The following is an 
ex cerpt from that d ocu ­ 
ment.)

I thou ght y ou wou ld be in­ 
terested in my impressions 
of Ru ssia so I kept this d e­ 
tailed d iary . 
I remembered the story of 
the American Army officer 
whose 
d iary 
was 
photo­ 
graphed and reprod u ced in 
Ru ssia, so I nev er wrote any ­ 
thing critical of the cou ntry 
when I was there. Any thing 
that may be critical was pu t 
in after I arriv ed in Stock­ 
holm. 
It is v ery easy to be critical 
so it is perhaps better this 
way —I hav e forgotten many 
of the critical things I planned 
to insert. 


MY IMPRESSIONS of Ru s­ 
sia are not v ery d ifferent at 
the end of my v isit from the 
v iews I carried in with me. 
This ju st means that ou r 
American 
reporters 
h a v e 
d one a good job in keeping 
u s informed a' ou t the situ a­ 
tion there. 
I d on’t for a minu te believ e 
that the R ssians lead ers hav e 
changed their intentions to 
d ominate the world . Bu t I d o 
believ e they know they can’t 
d o it by a World War III. 
They will hav e to d o it by 
beating u s as an ind u strial 
power. 
This is the kind of race we 
shou ld welc 
e. Ve can beat 
them at it—or rath er stay 
ahead of them—and in the 
process the stand ard of liv ­ 
ing of their people will rise 
to the point w'here they are 
not interested in d ominating 
other people any more than 
we are. 


I WAS MOST su rprised by 
the complete lack of hostility 
toward u s as Americans. I 
ex pected the scientists to be 
friend ly , bu t I was prepared 
to find the man in the street 
u nfriend ly . 


Sev eral of ou r party were 
stopped in the street by Eng­ 
lish-speaking strangers who 
ex pressed 
the 
v iew 
that 
things weren’t good y et, bu t 
they were get ing better. 


Ev ery one 
we talked to— 
embassy officials, newsmen, 
Ru ssian scientists, interpret­ 
e r s 
a nd 
Ru ssian-sy eaking 
v isitors from the satellites— 
was in agreement that a big 
change has come ov er the 
people since 
the 
d eath of 
Stall 
a*'-’, more particu lar­ 
ly , since the d ebu nking of 
the Stalin my th. 


People are beginning to 
find more abou t what really 
goe on in the ou tsid e world 
and they are realizing that 
they hav e been fed a hu ge 


d ose of lies for many y ears. 
They can blame all this on 
Stalin and still keep faith 
that the Commu nist sy stem 
is better than ou rs. 


ONE OF OUR interpreters 
told me of seeing a newsreel 
short on San Francisco. She 
was most impressed by the 
homes, the way the people 
d ressed , and by the nu mber 
of au tomobiles and their ele­ 
gance. 
After 
people 
hav e 
seen 
su ch a mov ie y ou can’t go 
back to telling them that they 
are better off than ev ery one 
else and that the people in 
the Western world are ex ­ 
ploited and in a semi-starv ing 
cond ition. 
The Iron Cu rtain, in my 
opinion, was erected largely 
to keep the Ru ssians ou t of 
the Western world , and not 
v ice v ersa. 
I am most encou raged by 
the fact that the Ru ssian lead ­ 
ers are trav eling to v ariou s 
parts of the Western world . 
Most of them hav e grown u p 
on the lies told in the Ru s­ 
sian press abou t ou r way of 
life. I can hard ly imagine the 
shock it mu st be to a Ru ssian 
to land in Stockholm for his 
first v isit ou tsid e Ru ssia. 
After hearing all his life 
how mu ch better off he was 
than any one else, he wou ld 
see at a glance that his ru lers 
had been ly ing to him all the 
time. 


FORMERLY THERE 
was 
nothing to be d one, bu t now 
with Stalin as the scapegoat 
the? situ ation 
can 
be 
im­ 
prov ed . 
The Ru ssian lead ers hav e 
said that in v iew of the ex ­ 
istence of hy d rogen bombs, 
wars are no longer possible. 
I believ e that they mean this; 
1 believ e it and I think it is 
an 
u nescapable 
conclu sion. 
This means to me that they 
can now d ev ote a real effort 
to improv ing the liv ing con­ 
d itions of their people. 
I d id n’t see any child ren 


working, bu t I nev er q u ite 
got u sed to seeing the wom­ 
en d oing hard manu al labor. 
They repair the streets, d ig 
d itches, and tighten the bolts 
on railroad rails. On the col­ 
lectiv e farms y ou see them 
walking d owm the road car­ 
ry ing a pair of bu ckets of 
water from the end s of a 
beam on their shou ld ers. The 
street sw'eepers are all wom­ 
en and they sweep all the 
time. The streets are kept 
v ery clean. The stand ard s of 
sanitation appear to be good . 
In Ru ssia, married women 
d on’t wear any v isible sign 
to ind icate their statu s. A 
marriage ceremony consists 
of a v isit to the registry of­ 
fice . . . and nothing else. 


MY GENERAL impressions 
of high energy phy sics are 
these: 
The Ru ssians are making a 
crash program in this area. 
Money is the last thing they 
think abou t so far as eq u ip­ 
ment is concerned . Of cou rse, 
we u sed this same method in 
d ev eloping 
rad ar 
and 
the 
atomic bombs d u ring the war. 


The training of scientists 
is also on 
a crash basis and 
the reward s for being a sci­ 
entist are v ery su bstantial. 
Acq ord ing to . . . some infor­ 
mation, the following month­ 
ly wages are paid in the So­ 
v iet Union: 1 ru ble has the 
pu rchasing power of 10 cents. 


Unskilled worker, 400-600 
ru bles; skilled worker, 8 00- 
1,200; bachelor of arts, 1,300; 
grad u ate stu d ent 2,000; pro­ 
fessor (ju nior), 4,000, and 
professor (research), u p to 
30,000. 


The confers 'ce on phy sics 
was a great su cr~:s and I 
think ou r v isit d id a lot of 
good for both sid es. We all 
certainly hav e a mu ch better 
id ea of what goes on behind 
the Iron Cu rtain and I be­ 
liev e that we were good am 
bassad ors of good will from 
the Western w'orld .

THE 
REPUBLICAN 
and 
Democratic re-nomin^es are 
ev id ently agreed on one prop­ 
osition: that the central, con­ 
trolling issu e'in 195 6 is the 
strengthening of the peace, 
which means the strengthen­ 
ing of the nation’s prosperity , 
the strengthening of the free- 
world alliance, the strength­ 
ening of the American initia­ 
tiv e to blu nt the new eco­ 
nomic and political tactics of 
Sov iet su bv ersion. 
At his press conf ence In 
Washington last week, Ste­ 
v enson said that the 
tion’s 
ov er-rid ing concern was ov er 
“peace and war.” 
In his own initial speech 
as a cand id ate, Eisenhower 
mad e it clear that peace “in 
all its meanings”—and th t 
secu ring of a better peace— 
wou ld be the d ominant chord 
of his w'hole appeal for fou r 
more y ears in office. 


IT IS ALL to the good that 
both 
cand id ates 
see 
the 
maintaining of an honorable 
peace as the all-embracing Is­ 
su e and can, I shou ld think, 
be cou nted 
u pon to make 
their d ifferences on how to 
achiev e it v isible and mean­ 
ingfu l 
d u ring 
the 
coming 
weeks. 
T h e 
presid ent’s 
speech 
stru ck me as being au thentic 
Eisenhower and lifted the at­ 
mosphere and the lev el of 
the campaign to a more u se­ 
fu l d ebate. 
It was a thou ghtfu l appeal 
to the thou ghtfu l, ind epend ­ 
ent v oter who will hold the 
balance of power on Nov . 6 . 
It d id not assu me and it 
d id not assert that ev ery thing 
is going well for the free 
world —as it isn’t. 
It d id not su ggest that the 
present 
prosperity 
or 
the 
present 
peace 
are 
good 
enou gh or that easy times 
lie ahead . 
It was a call to maintain 
national alertness, resou rce­ 
fu lness and stamina and its 
great v alu e is that it helps to 
bu ild a pu blic opinion which 
will enable whichev er party 
wins to get on with the job. 
On balance, it seemed to me 
a better speech than any 
which Eisenhower d eliv ered 
in 195 2—and it shou ld be, 
since Eisenhower has had 
nearly fou r y ears of d eepen­ 
ing ex perience in office.

The cou ntry is rightly anx ­ 
iou s to know whether Eisen­ 
hower has th inner peace of 
mind , relating to his health, 
to su stain him in d ealing with 
the ex ternal d emand s of the 
world ’s precariou : *.jace.

Eisenhower

ahead ” will be accepted with 
a great d eal of faith. 


THERE HAS BEEN a good 
d eal of talk al. u d y in this 
campaign that “w 
.re los­ 
ing the cold war” and partic­ 
u lar 
that American pres­ 
tige is at a nev ' low arou nd 
the world . Bu t thor who say 
this 
, p '- 
tly d o not q u es­ 
tion that Presi ’ent Eisenhow­ 
er’s prestige is at 
a high 
arou nd the world . 
I shou ld think it wou ld be 
hard to reconcile the v iew 
that American pr- *ige is low 
and that the presid ent’s pres­ 
tig e is hig h.

WHAT WOULD YOU DO? 
Novato Housewife 
Likes Trees But-

Mrs. Ruth L. Brown of No­ 
vato is developing a split per­ 
sonality when it comes to 
trees. She loves them, but . . . 
Not long ago Mrs. Brown and 
her husband, Claude, a Navy 
chief engineman, decided they 
liked Novato and wanted to 
make it their permanent home. 
T-hey purchased a spacious lot 
and modern house at 20 Loma 
Vista in Trumbull Estates No. 
2. 
“We bought thal lot because 
of the beautiful trees,” Mrs. 
Brown sighed. She was en­ 
thralled with the stately row 
of towering pines and cypress­ 
es bordering Simmons lane, a 
private dirt roadway leading 
to the old Novato Cemetery. 
The lane runs in back of the 
Browns’ lot. 
Time passed, and so did 
Mrs. Brown’s enthusiasm. The I 
trees, it developed, were in 
sad shape. Some were dead, 
others were rotting and one 
tilted precariously over the 
yard where Tani, the Browns’ 
two-year-old daughter, romps 
during the day. 
Mrs. Brown isn’t one to let 
danger stare her in the face 
very long. Her husband was in 
San Diego at the time and 
something had to be done in a 
hurry. 
“As a new citizen of Novato,” 
she wrote the Marin Board of 
Supervisors, “I am addressing 
this letter to you in the hope 
of getting some help on a mat­ 
ter that gives me great con­ 
cern.” 
TRIPLE HAZARD 
The trees, she said, were a 
“triple hazard to my home and 
family.” She complained of (1) 
the danger of one or more trees 
toppling over, “resulting in 
certain loss of property and 
very likely loss of life,” (2) the 
fire hazard created by the 
“tangle of debris” surrounding 
the trees, and (3) the poison 
oak wrapped 
around 
their 
trunks. 
Regarding the poison oak, 
Mrs. Brown termed it “as heal­ 
thy and thriving as I’ve seen 
anywhere and as thick as cam­ 
paign 
buttons 
at 
election 
time.” Under her signature she 
wrote, “Worried mother.” 
The supervisors were sym­ 
pathetic, but Deputy Dist. Atty. 
Leland Jordan advised them 
the county had no jurisdiction 
in the matter because the trees 
stood on private property own­ 
ed by the Novato Cemetery 
Assn. 
Mrs. Brown decided then and 
there to take her case to the 
association. For all the blind 
alleys she encountered she 
might just as well have walked 
into a labyrinth. 
There appeared to be a ceme­ 
tery association, all right, but 
all of its officers were dead. 
In fact, Mrs. Brown discovered, 
the organization had been vir­ 


tually 
defunct 
since 
Fred 
Sv eetser, former county super­ 
visor, died in 1929. Sweetser 
apparently was the last surviv­ 
ing male member. 
NO CARETAKER 
There is still an occasional 
burial in the old cemetery, 
which has had no care since 
Sweetser’s death. Some of the 
headstones date back nearly 90 
years. Today, the nominal bur­ 
ial fees are paid into a special 
fund maintained by the Nova­ 
to branch of Central Valley 
Bank. 
Frustrated at every turn in 
her effort to have the tree sit­ 
uation corrected before the 
winter storms. Mrs. Brown fin­ 
ally decided to risk a possible 
lawsuit and take action herself.

Changes in Sausalito’s com­ 
mençai waterfront area have 
reached many a planning table 
in recent weeks, but only one 
has "reached a state of visible 
fruition. 
That one is a resturant, and 
it is the difficult construction 
of an overwater parking area 
which is already changing the 
perspective along the city’s 
jealously guarded waterfront 
Late last week the Ben C. 
Gerwick Co. of San Francisco 
toted a huge floating pile driv­ 
er into a small opening be­ 
tween the Gladhand restaurant 
and an old blue building which 
houses the boat and tackle 
shop. Fast-working crewmen 
hacked points on the ends of 
long 
wooden 
piles, 
capped 
them with steel and lifted them 
into a neat line along Bridge­ 
way. 
The objective is a parking lot 
for some 25 cars to serve the 
Ondine restaurant. The restaur­ 
ant is now taking form on the 
second story of the Boat and 
tackle Shop, and by early next 
year the $150,000 project will 
be ready for business. 
Principals in the Ondine En­ 
terprise firm which will run 
the 
restaurant 
are 
Milton 
Johnson 
of 
San 
Francisco, 
George Gutekunst of Mill Val­ 
ley and Fred Martinez of Rich­ 
mond. Johnson is owner of the 
building and is handling the 
contracting for the project. 
Gutekunst and Martinez, both 
waiters, will run the restaur­ 
ant. 
While the new project will 
perhaps challenge the estab­ 
lished business of the Glad­ 
hand, Albert Engel, one of the 
Gladhand’s owners, said he 
does not fear the competition 
But a feature of the Ondine 
restaurant may provide con­ 
sternation for Sam’s Anchor 
Cafe in Tiburon. Ondine will 
build boat piers in an attempt 
to draw in the yachting trade 
just as Sam’s has done over 
the years. 
What effect the construction 
of a pier will have on Sausa­ 
lito’s view conscious popula­ 
tion has yet to be determined.

The 35-page opinion outlined 
“substantial” a r g u m e n t 
against Proposition 4, which 
Brown’s assistant said placed 
the outcome of the question in 
such doubt that it may not be 
answered 
short of 
lengthy 
court action. * 
Brown indicated he was in 
sympathy with the conserva­ 
tion aims of the measure, but 
that it might be better for it 
to be enacted by the Legisla­ 
ture rather than as an initia­ 
tive. 
PURPOSE OF PLAN 
Proposition 4 would provide 
for “unit” operation of Cali­ 
fornia oil pools. That is, if 75 
per cent of surface land owners 
agreed, they could operate the 
entire pool according to certain 
conservation practices. 
It would establish a three- 
man state oil and gas commis­ 
sion to administer the law. 
Brown was the first top state 
official to take a public stand 
on the measure. Both the Re­ 
publican and Democratic par­ 
ties in the state decided to stay 
neutral as the giants of the 
California petroleum industry 
slugged it out. 
FOR AND AGAINST 
Brown’s opinion stated a 
number of points in support of 
Proposition 4r but they ap­ 
peared to be outweighed by the 
arguments against it. 
Brown stated that the “bet­ 
ter view . . . sustains the con 
tinuing authority of the Lands 
Commission to control specific 
measures to prevent waste on 
state lands.” 
Brown 
said 
the 
opinion 
touched “only the fringes” of 
the measure, and was limited 
to considering the effect on 
state lands. It pointed out that 
the use of state lands is con­ 
trolled only by the Lands Com­ 
mission. 


Efforts To Attract 


Attention All Fail 


Two San Rafael fishermen, who were stranded all 
night several miles off Hamilton Field in a 16-foot boat, 
were rescued.this morning after a night of frantic wait­ 
ing by their wives and six children. 
John Grupe Jr., 25, retail representative for Red­ 
wood Stations, and Joseph Turner, 28, bulk plant 
operator for General Petroleum in San Rafael, came 
putting into China Camp this morning on a motor bor­ 
rowed from fishermen who went out fishing this 
morning. 
“It was rough on our wives,” said Grupe. “As soon 
as we hit China Camp, we 
called them up. 
They must 
have been crying all night.” 
Each of the men have three 
children. 
Grupe lives at 417 
Hickory lane, Terra Linda, and 
Turner in Santa Venetia. 
The Coast Guard, which had 
been searching the bay since 
early this morning, called off 
the search this noon when 
word reached them of the safe 
landing at China Camp. 
Grupe said he has a 40- 
horsepower motor on his 16- 
foot cabin cruiser. 
They left 
Santa Venetia slough yesterday 
morning, fished all day yester­ 
day and caught six striped 
bass, about two and three 
pounds each. When they start­ 
ed back about 6:30 p. m., the 
motor gave out. 
Try as they 
might, they could not start it. 
When dark closed in, they used 
flashlights to 
blink toward 
Hamilton Field, several miles 
away. “It was too far for any­ 
one to see us,” said Grupe. 
The batteries gave out about 
1:30 and the two men were 
forced to seek shelter in­ 
side the semi-cabin. They had 
several extra coats and life 
jackets, 
which 
they 
bund­ 


led around themselves to keep 
warm. They tossed anchor to 
keep from being carried by 
the tide. 
“We couldn’t sleep much," 
said Grupe. 
“The wind was 
blowing, and the water was 
rough. 
Then at dawn today, they be­ 
gan paddling their way to 
shore, about three or four 
miles. Three men in a rented 
fishing boat from China Camp 
came up to them and lent them 
one of two motors they had on 
the boat. “Boy, it was a won­ 
derful gesture on their part," 
said Grupe. ‘They didn’t know 
us, and we didn’t know them. 
Yet they let us have one mo­ 
tor.” 
Grupe, 
contacted 
at 
China Camp, said he was go­ 
ing out to the Hamilton flat« 
today as soon as he gets his 
motor fixed to return the mo­ 
tor to his benefactors. 
He 
doesn’t know them by name 
but knows the spot where the 
three are fishing. 
“Nope, no more fishing for 
me for the moment,” said 
Grupe, “but I’ve got to go back 
out to thank them."

Natural loss of the eye’s abil­ 
ity to alter its own focus brings 
on the need for glasses to re­ 
store good vision for closework 
or reading. This is not an 
alarming development, it does 
not mean eyesight is “going 
bad.” It is predictable change 
going on in all eyes at about 
the same rate. 
Sooner or later, ever}’ per­ 
son who wants to maintain his 
maximum seeing ability for 
near objects will have to con­ 
sider the solution to this de­ 
veloping problem. Lenses for 
distance vision will be inade­ 
quate for seeing within arm s 
length. “Reading glasses” will 
blur everything more than a 
few feet away. 
One 
prescription will no 
longer do two jobs—provide 
both far and near vision. Two 
lens formulas are necessary. 
The power of the distance lens 
may be very slight, worn only 
for convenience sake, when 
the lenses for nearwork are 
used. These two-focus glasses 
are bifocals. 
Here are ways to get the 
greatest benefit from bifocal 
use: 


are hard to take, while small 
ones are quite easy. Thus, ad­ 
justments to the glasses are 
much more rapid if bifocals 
are put on when first needed, 
and new prescriptions im de as 
soon as vision begins to change 
sufficiently. 
2. Some bifocal lenses are 
made for easy wearing, some 
to be least conspicuous and 
others for special uses. Follow 
professional advice as to which 
is best in your case. 
3. Learn the tricks of turn­ 
ing the eyes,down to read—not 
the head. Tilt the head, get 
the bifocal out of the way to 
look at the floor. Done right at 
first proper head movements 
soon become automatic. 
4. Wear your glasses as lit­ 
tle or as much as recommend­ 
ed—to shorten the “adjust­ 
ment” period. This will be all 
the time for some people, at 
work only for others, perhaps 
only when reading at home for 
a few more. Generally speak­ 
ing, the more the lenses are 
worn, the quicker the adjust­ 
ment..

Those trees were so bad 1 
couldn’t send a climber up 
them,” Blair told the Independ- 
end-Journal.

“When a tree man refuses 
to climb one, then it IS ser 
ious,” said Mrs. Brown, grate 
ful for Blair’s expert opinion.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Secret Conference No Way 
To Improve Government 


The recently concluded California 
Conference on State Government held 
at Stanford University, did a disservice 
to yon and to us by conducting its ses­ 
sions under a veil of secrecy. 
We are told some of the leading legis­ 
lators, government executives, business­ 
men, agriculturists, labor leaders, edu­ 
cators, and even some newsmen at­ 
tended the sessions. 
After the conference was concluded 
a report was issued of findings that 
were most illuminating. Recommended 
were appointment, not election, of all 
state officers except the governor, lieu­ 
tenant governor and attorney general; 
abolishment of cross filing; better con­ 
trol of lobbyists; elimination of the leg­ 
islative recess, a lengthened session and 
more pay for legislators. 
All of these topics are of vital inter­ 
est to every Californian. Yet the lid 
of censorship was so tightly clamped on 
the conference that both major wire 
service* carried only short, innocuous 
little stories that did not mention a sin­ 
gle name of those “leading Californi­ 
ans” attending. 
For four days, 63 or 55 (depending 
on which wire service you believe) “out­ 
standing” men pondered the condition 
of our state government and found it 
“modern, efficient and forward-look­ 
ing .” 
But who’s to believe them? What 
good have they done by bringing their 
combined brains, time and talents to 
bear on our state’s problems? Not one 
little iota. 
Who are these men any way? How 
did they reach their decisions? 
What 
were the alternatives discussed? There 
are no answers to these questions, so of

course no weight can be given to their 
decisions. Who wants to give any con­ 
sideration at all to the findings of a 
group of anonymous men meeting in 
secret session? 
And why all the secrecy? As we get 
the story, all present were sworn to not 
quote or identify others present so that 
everyone would feel he could speak 
freely. 
What kind of malarky is that? Are we 
to believe that some 60 “leading Cali­ 
fornians” would not speak freely their 
thoughts, beliefs and observations on 
our state government when they are 
gathered for the sole purpose of improv­ 
ing that government? 
Our guess is that if each man present 
had been individually asked if he ob­ 
jected to the public knowing what the 
conference was discussing and who said 
what, there would not have been a sin­ 
gle objection. That is, if the men in­ 
volved were the “outstanding” men we 
are told they were. 
We are amazed and disappointed, too, 
at Stanford University’s sponsorship of 
such a session. California needs a Con­ 
ference on State Government. Specific­ 
ally it needs a special section of such a 
conference devoted exclusively to how 
we can go about rewriting our State 
Constitution. And other sections devot­ 
ing their best effort to the other prob­ 
lems which the Stanford fiasco tackled. 
We hope someone recovers Stan­ 
ford’s fumble. We hope there is a real 
conference aimed at reaching solid 
recommendations from the state’s best 
men, putting their thoughts into words 
for all to hear on the record for the good 
of all of us. 
Then we may be on our way to better 
state government. 


Builder Pioneering In Housing 


Designed For Retired Couples 


NEW YORK W — Millions 
of new homes for young mar­ 
ried couples have gone up in 
America’s 
vast 
p o s t - w a r 
building boom. 
But Gilbert P. Edwards, a 
32-year-old 
Brooklyn-b o rn 
engineer, is pioneering in a 
new field—providing 
hous­ 
ing designed to satisfy the 
different 
wants 
of 
retired 
couples. 


HIS LATEST venture is a 
16-million-dollar Eden for the 
elderly 
at Ft. 
Lauderdale, 
Fla., a project he feels will 
help set a new pattern in liv­ 
ing for the growing army of 
U.S. senior citizens. 
Something of a boy genius, 
Edwards is already a veteran 
builder. At 19 he was gradu­ 
ated from Brown University. 
As an ensign still below vot­ 
ing age he was resident offi­ 
cer in charge of supervising 
construction at the multi-mil­ 
lion dollar Alameda Naval 
Air Station in California. 


After leaving the Navy, he 
went to Florida with his $500 
discharge pay and immediate­ 
ly began to parlay it into a 
fortune 
by 
specializing 
in 
building developments cater­ 
ing to the older generation. 


“I FEEL now I know ex­ 
actly 
what 
retired people 
want,” he said. “They want 
security, first of all, but a 
security that is physical as 
well as financial. 
“They don’t hanker for the 
wide open spaces, nor do they 
like the skyscraper-crowded 
big cities. They prdfer a com­ 
munity which is small and 
friendly, one in which they 
can associate with people in 
their own ago brackets and 
with the same interests.” 
His new project, Breakwa­ 
ter Beach, is a 34-acre site 
surrounded, except for a 450- 
foot ocean front, by a five- 
foot-high wall to give it pri­ 
vacy. 


THE WALLED-IN city will 
have its own shopping cen­ 
ter, an 11-story hotel, five 
cooperatively 
owned 
apart­ 
ment buildings, an 18-hole 
pitch and putt golf course, 
tennis courts, gardens, boat 
anchorage space and a surf 
club—but no night club. 
“Most retired people don’t 
want a whoop-de-doo atmos­ 
phere,” said Edwards. “They 
go south to relax and get 
away from noise.” 
He plans no paradise for 
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paupers. The apartm ents will 
cost from $12,000 for one 
with 
a 
single 
bedroom to 
$50,000 for a five-room pent­ 
house, with monthly main­ 
tenance fees ranging from 
less than $60 up to $120. 


BUT A SURPRISING num­ 
ber of retired folk, particu­ 
larly those who have owned 
their own homes in the past, 
can afford this scale of liv­ 
ing. 
“We’re not going in for 
snob appeal,” said Edwards. 
“We aim at the average re­ 
tired small business or pro­ 
fessional man.” 
His present project will 
take three years to complete. 
Edwards sees it only as the 
forerunner of a series of 
specially built cities for the 
elderly and has no fear his 
potential m arket will dimin­ 
ish. 


POINTING OUT that the 
population of the Ft. Lauder­ 
dale area has more than dou­ 
bled since 1950, he said: 
“There are 14 million peo­ 
ple 65 or over in the United 
States now. By 1975 there 
will be more than 21 million.- 
“Their real housing needs 
have been pretty well over­ 
looked in the rush to put up 
homes for the younger gen­ 
eration. They won’t be from 
now on. 
“Older people no longer 
just look for a place to die 
when they retire. They look 
for a place where they can 
go on living. They are learn­ 
ing what it takes to keep 
them 
happy—and 
I 
don’t 
think any builder will go 
broke if he goes to the trou­ 
ble of finding out what they 
really want, and gives it to 
them .”

Bars OKed 
In Prop. 5 


SACRAMENTO 
(CNS) 
— 
From all indications, passage 
of Proposition 5 on the Nov. 
6 ballot will not make a great 
deal 
of 
difference 
in 
the 
liquor enforcement problems 
of the state. 
According 
to 
Russell 
S. 
Munro, state liquor adminis­ 
trator, many people do not 
realize that while the propo­ 
sition permits the operation 
of liquor establishment for 
on-sale purposes without the 
present 
requirem ent 
t h a t 
food be available at all hours, 
the new proposition will not 
increase the total licenses in 
the state of California. 


AS THE LAW NOW7 reads, 
one license may be issued for 
every thousand 
population. 
In the on-sale establishments, 
there is the requirem ent that 
food be served. 
In the event the people 
pass Proposition 5, the num­ 
ber of licenses the state may 
issue 
remains 
exactly 
the 
same, provides for two types 
of licenses, restaurant and es­ 
tablishment 
where 
nothing 
but liquor and possibly snacks 
are 
served, 
and 
prohibits 
minors 
from 
entering the 
premises of the new type of 
establishment. 


AS A RESUIT, Munro says 
he does not believe the situ­ 
ation will be much changed 
from what it is at the present 
time, with the exception that 
liquor establishments which 
do not now serve food in vio­ 
lation of the Alcoholic Bev­ 
erage Control Act, will m ere­ 
ly apply for the new type of 
license. 
In many communities of 
California, for instance the 
smaller towns, there* usually 
are several liquor establish­ 
ments, and only one, or per­ 
haps no restaurants. In cases 
like this, it would appear 
illogical to require food serv­ 
ice when nobody wants a 
meal. 
Similarly, 
in 
larger 
communities, there are de­ 
mands for many more bars 
than there are restaurants. 
The proposition was not 
submitted by the liquor in­ 
dustry. In fact, it is being 
opposed by some restaurant 
associations, 
which 
see 
a 
lucrative bar business divided 
up with some liquor estab­ 
lishments 
if 
the 
measure 
passes. 
However, there appears to 
be little reason why the eat­ 
ing houses should have a 
monopoly on selling drinks 
over the bar. 


IN ARGUMENTS against 
the proposition, the fear is ex­ 
pressed that the “old-time 
saloon” will return to Cali­ 
fornia if the measure passes. 
While it is true that the es­ 
tablishments will be for the 
purpose of dispensing liquor 
only, they exist on the other 
hand today, and unless the 
law is changed to perm it is­ 
suance of more licenses, there 
will be no more liquor es­ 
tablishments 
i n 
existance 
than there are today. 
If the measure does not 
pass, the state is due for one 
of the most drastic clean-ups 
seen since the people voted 
liquor adm inistration out of 
the Board of Equalization. 


MUNRO 
REALIZES 
that 
many establishments are not 
complying with the food re­ 
quirem ents of the law. He has 
made little attem pt to enforce 
the provisions 
of the law 
pending the mandate of the 
people on what they want 
done with regard to food in 
restaurants. This was the ex­ 
pressed policy of the adminis­ 
tration when it took over al­ 
coholic beverage control. 
The liquor adm inistrator is 
ready immediately after Nov. 
6 to enforce strict compliance 
with the law if the measure 
fails. This means that the res­ 
taurant serving liquor must 
be ready at any time liquor 
is sold, to comply with the 
law and serve a meal at the 
same time.

TOP SCIENTIST TELLS OF SOVIET 
Red Leaders Want Domination But 


They've Decided War Is Not Way 


(NOTE: Dr. Luis W. Al­ 
varez, one of the top nu­ 
clear scientists in the Unit­ 
ed States, 
visited 
Russia 
last May at the invitation of 
the Soviet Academy of Sci­ 
ence. He kept a diary of 
his trip. The following is an 
excerpt from that docu­ 
ment.)

I thought you would be in­ 
terested in my impressions 
of Russia so I kept this de­ 
tailed diary. 
I remembered the story of 
the American Army officer 
whose 
diary 
was 
photo­ 
graphed and reproduced in 
Russia, so I never wrote any­ 
thing critical of the country 
when I was there. Anything 
that may be critical was put 
in after I arrived in Stock­ 
holm. 
It is very easy to be critical 
so it is perhaps better this 
way—I have forgotten many 
of the critical things I planned 
to insert. 


MY IMPRESSIONS of Rus­ 
sia are not very different at 
the end of my visit from the 
views I carried in with me. 
This just means that our 
American 
reporters 
h a v e 
done a good job in keeping 
us informed a' out the situa­ 
tion there. 
I don’t for a minute believe 
that the R ssians leaders have 
changed their intentions to 
dominate the world. But I do 
believe they know they can’t 
do it by a World War III. 
They will have 
do it by 
beating us as an industrial 
power. 
This is the kind of race we 
should welc 
e. Ve can beat 
them at it—or rather stay 
ahead of them —and in the 
process the standard of liv­ 
ing of their people will rise 
to the point where they are 
not interested in dominating 
other people any more than 
we are. 


I WAS MOST surprised by 
the complete lack of hostility 
toward us as Americans. I 
expected the scientists to be 
friendly, but I was prepared 
to find the man in the street 
unfriendly. 


Several of our party were 
stopped in the street by Eng­ 
lish-speaking strangers who 
expressed 
the 
view 
that 
things weren’t good yet, but 
they were get ing better. 


Everyone 
we 
talked to— 
embassy officials, newsmen, 
Russian scientists, interpret­ 
e r s 
a n d 
Russian-speaking 
visitors from the satellites— 
was in agreement that a big 
change has come over the 
people 
since 
the 
death of 
Stali 
a**U more particular­ 
ly, since the debunking of 
the Stalin myth. 


People are 
beginning to 
find more about what really 
goe on in the outside world 
and they are realizing that 
they have been fed a huge 


dose of lies for many years. 
They can blame all this on 
Stalin and still keep faith 
that the Communist system 
is better than ours. 


ONE OF OUR interpreters 
told me of seeing a newsreel 
short on San Francisco. She 
was most impressed by the 
homes, the way the people 
dressed, and by the number 
of automobiles and their ele­ 
gance. 
After 
people 
have 
seen 
such a movie you can’t go 
back to telling them that they 
are better off than everyone 
else and that the people in 
the W estern world are ex­ 
ploited and in a semi-starving 
condition. 
The Iron Curtain, in my 
opinion, was erected largely 
to keep the Russians out of 
the W estern world, and not 
vice versa. 
I am most encouraged by 
the fact that the Russian lead­ 
ers are traveling to various 
parts of the Western world. 
Most of them have grown up 
on the lies told in the Rus­ 
sian press about our way of 
life. I can hardly imagine the 
shock it must be to a Russian 
to land in Stockholm for his 
first visit outside Russia. 
After hearing all his life 
how much better off he was 
than anyone else, he would 
see at a glance that his rulers 
had been lying to him all the 
time. 


FORMERLY 
THERE 
was 
nothing to be done, but now 
with Stalin as the scapegoat 
the? 
situation 
can 
be 
im­ 
proved. 
The Russian leaders have 
said that in view of the ex­ 
istence of hydrogen bombs, 
wars are no longer possible. 
I believe that they mean this; 
I believe it and I think it is 
an 
unescapable 
conclusion. 
This means to me that they 
can now devote a real effort 
to improving the living con­ 
ditions of their people. 
I didn’t see any children 


working, but I never quite 
got used to seeing the wom­ 
en doing hard manual labor. 
They repair the streets, dig 
ditches, and tighten the bolts 
on railroad rails. On the col­ 
lective farms you see them 
walking down the road car­ 
rying a pair of buckets of 
water from the ends of a 
beam on their shoulders. The 
street sweepers are all wom­ 
en and they sweep all the 
time. The streets are kept 
very clean. The standards of 
sanitation appear to be good. 
In Russia, married women 
don’t wear any visible sign 
to Indicate their status. A 
marriage ceremony consists 
of a visit to the registry of­ 
fice . . . and nothing else. 


MY GENERAL impressions 
of high energy physics are 
these: 


The Russians are making a 
crash program in this area. 
Money is the last thing they 
think about so far as equip­ 
ment is concerned. Of course, 
we used this same method in 
developing 
radar 
and 
the 
atomic bombs during the war. 


The training of scientists 
is also on a crash basis and 
the rewards for being a sci­ 
entist are very substantial. 
According to . . . some infor­ 
mation, the following month­ 
ly wages are paid in the So­ 
viet Union: 1 ruble has the 
purchasing power of 10 cents. 


Unskilled worker, 400-600 
rubles; skilled worker, 800- 
1,200; bachelor of arts, 1,300; 
graduate student 2,000; pro­ 
fessor (junior), 4,000, and 
professor (research), up to 
30,000. 


The confer*' 're on physics 
was a great sucr*:3 and I 
think our visit did a lot of 
good for both sides. We all 
certainly have a much better 
idea of what goes on behind 
the Iron Curtain and I be­ 
lieve that we were good am 
bassadors of good will from 
the W estern world.

midable political campaigner 
and, in effect, warned Adlai 
Stevenson that he will have 
to be less negative and more 
constructive if Stevenson if 
going to stand up against the

THE 
REPUBLICAN 
and 
Democratic re-nomin^es are 
evidently agreed on one prop­ 
osition: that the central, con­ 
trolling issue in 1956 is the 
strengthening of the peace, 
w'hich means the strengthen­ 
ing of the nation’s prosperity, 
the strengthening of the free- 
world alliance, the strength­ 
ening of the American initia­ 
tive to blunt the new eco­ 
nomic and political tactics of 
Soviet subversion. 
At his press conf ence in 
Washington last week, Ste­ 
venson said that the 
tion’s 
over-riding concern was over 
“peace and war.” 
In his own initial speech 
as a candidate, Eisenhower 
made it clear that peace “in 
all its meanings”—and the 
securing of a better peace— 
would be the dominant chord 
of his whole appeal for four 
more years in office. 


IT IS ALL to the good that 
both 
candidates 
see 
the 
maintaining of an honorable 
peace as the all-embracing is­ 
sue and can, I should think, 
be 
counted 
upon 
to make 
their differences on how to 
achieve it visible and mean­ 
ingful 
during 
the 
coming 
weeks. 
T h e 
president’i 
speech 
struck me as being authentic 
Eisenhower and lifted the at- 
mosphere and the level of 
the campaign to a more use­ 
ful debate. 
It was a thoughtful appeal 
to the thoughtful, independ­ 
ent voter who will hold the 
balance of power on Nov. 6. 
It did not assume and it 
did not assert that everything 
is going well for the free 
world—as it isn’t. 
It did not suggest that the 
present 
prosperity 
or 
the 
present 
peace 
are 
g o o d 
enough or that easy times 
lie ahead. 
It was a call to maintain 
national alertness, resource­ 
fulness and stamina and its 
great value is that it helps to 
build a public opinion which 
will enable whichever party 
wins to get on with the job. 
On balance, it seemed to me 
a 
better speech than any 
which Eisenhower delivered 
in 1952—and it should be, 
since 
Eisenhower has 
had 
nearly four years of deepen­ 
ing experience in office. 


I DON’T MEAN that the 
speech was without political 
ingenuity. It was a skillful 
as well as a meaty address. 
The president was ingenious 
in

in the reassuring ref­ 
erence to his health. 
The country is rightly anx­ 
ious to know whether Eisen­ 
hower has th inner peace of 
mind, relating to his health, 
to sustain him in dealing with 
the external demands of the 
world’s precariou: ...ace.

Eisenhower 
h a s 
earned 
credentials 
by

past candor concerning his 
sicknesses, his word that he 
is “confident” of his “physi­ 
cal strength to meet all the 
r.sponsibilities of the presi­ 
dency today and :n the years 
ahead” will be accepted with 
a great deal of faith.

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Arabs Blame Mad 
Soldier For Attack 
On Archeologists 


JERUSALEM <# — Jordan 
was reported clearing traffic 
from central Judean roads to­ 
day, apparently anticipating a 
reprisal raid from Israeli for 
firing on an archeological par- 
tv, killing 3 Israelis and wound­ 
ing 15. 
Jordan blamed the incident 
Sunday on one of her soldiers 
“suddenly taken by madness” 
and voiced regret. But Israel, 
which has hit back hard in the 
past after Arab attacks, reject­ 
ed the explanation and said at 
least five Jordanian soldiers 
were shooting. 
An Israeli Foreign Ministry 
spokesman called Jordan’s ver­ 
sion completely unfounded. He 
quoted witnesses as saying two 
submachine gunners and three 
riflemen were clearly seen fir­ 
ing from two army outposts 
across the border at the party 
in the Ramat Rachel settlement 
near Jerusalem. 
Foreign Minister Golda Meir 
invited Maj. Gen. E. L. M. 
Burns, U.N. truce supervision 
chief, to her office for consul­ 
tation. Mrs. Meir, a former Mil­ 
waukee school teacher, was af­ 
fected personally by the shoot­ 
ing. Architect Jacob Pinker- 
field, one of the three killed, 
was the father-in-law of her 


son, Menachem. 
I 
Reports from Jordan terri- 
tory said the Arab kingdom s 
precautionary moves against 
a possible Israeli attack includ­ 
ed clearing of the road linking 
Jerusalem and Bethlehem. 
The senior Jordan delegate 
to the U.N. Mixed Armistice i 
Commission said the soldier 
seized a Bren gun and opened 
up on a group near Ramat Ra- 
hel settlement, just across ihe 
border, yesterday. He said the 
man was taken to a hospital 
for mental examination. 
Israel, in a protest to the 
U.N. truce commission, gave 
a different version. A military 
spokesman said both machine- 
gun and rifle fire raked the ex­ 
cursion party without warning.

The Nicaragua strongman's 
son Luis, 34, took a firm hold 
on the country while Somoza 
underwent treatment at a U.S. 
hospital in the Panama Canal

formed by a surgical team 
sent by President Eisenhow­ 
er. A medical bulletin said it 
was uncertain whether the 
Central American President 
would regain use of his right 
leg, paralyzed by a bullet in 
his spinal column. 
The assassin, Rigoberto Lo­ 
pez Perez, 27, was slain by So- 
moza’s guards immediately aft- 
l er emptying a revolver at the 
60-year-old President just be­ 
fore midnight Friday at a re­ 
ception in Leon, 45 miles from 


the capital. 
Luis Somoza and his young­ 
er brother Anastasio Jr., 32, 
were directing the search for 
the assassin’s helpers. Luis act­ 
ed as first vice president desig­ 
nate, an arrangement Congress 
was expected to approve at a 
meeting tomorrow. 


WEST POINTER 
The y o u n g e r Anastasio, 
West Point-educated command­ 
er of Nicaragua's 
National 
Guard, kept a firm hand in 
command of the armed forces. 
Each son has been acting chief 
of state during previous ab­ 
sences of their father from the 
country. 
There was no indication that 
the Somoza dynasty had been 
shaken by the attempt to kill 
its founder. Managua was as 
quiet last night as any Central 
American capital. 
A state of siege imposed Sat­ 
urday meant that people who 
ordinarily sit on their porches 
in the warm night air had to be 
indoors by 9:30 p.m. Luis So­ 
moza told reporters that in ef­ 
fect Nicaragua was under mar­ 
tial law. 
Among those arrested for 
questioning were Pedro Joa­ 
quin Chamorro, editor of the 


opposition daily La Prensa; 
Diego Manuel Chamorro, edi­ 
tor of a political weekly, Gen. 
Emiliano Chamorro, head of 
the Conservative party who 
was President of Nicaragua be­ 
fore Somoza rose to power 20 
years ago, and Enoch Aguado, 
who has been trying to organ­ 
ize an independent Liberal 
party to oppose Somoza's bid 
for re-election this year. 
LITTLE KNOWN 
The strongman’s two sons 
told a news conference they 
knew little about the man who 
tried to kill their father. They 
said he was a Nicaraguan who 
had been a journalist and type­ 
setter and had lived in El Sal­ 
vador for most of the past six 
years.

Water District Bonds 


To Provide Funds For 


Expansion For Decade 


Marin Municipal Water Dis­ 
trict’s scheduled $12,600,000 
bond issue—if approved by vot­ 
ers Nov. 6—will provide funds 
to take care of water supply 
for the next 10 to 15 years to 
keep abreast of Marin’s rapid 
growth. 
Topping the list of projected 
improvements with $2,687,000 
is a new reservoir on Nicasio 
Creek to provide upwards of 
7 billion gallons to supplement 
the Mt. Tamalpais watershed 
with its five reservoirs carry­ 
ing about 10 billion gallons. 
The bond issue will spread 
improvements all over the 137 
square miles of the water dis­ 
trict, replacing outgrown parts 
of the system and giving en­ 
larged water tanks as reser­ 
voirs to keep Marin’s water 
supply at a high level even dur­ 
ing the summer months when 
the gardens of the county are 
kept green.

Hurricane Flossy 
First To Hit U.S. 
In 1956 Season 


NEW ORLEANS (IP)—Hurri­ 
cane Flossy swept into the Mis­ 
sissippi Delta with winds up to 
BO miles an hour today, forcing 
thousands of persons to flee 
the lowlands. 
The first 1956 tropical storm 
to hit the U. S. mainland left 
two dead and three vessels 
foundering in 
the 
Gulf of 
Mexico. 
The Weather Bureau 
warned of heavy flooding. 
The hurricane threw its top 
winds over a 100-mile area and 
outer gales whipped up high 
tides from Louisiana to north­ 
west Florida. 
Lake Pontchar- 
train threatened to overflow. 
The Weather Bureau at 3 
a.m. (EDT) reported the tem­ 
pest, traveling forward about 
10 miles per hour, had shifted 
slightly to a more easterly di­ 
rection, swinging it away from 
New Orleans. The center was 
expected to cross the delta dur­ 
ing the morning hours and re­ 
enter the mainland this after-! 
noon between Biloxi, Miss., and 
Mobile, Ala.

Mayor Delesseps Morrison 
halted ferry service across the 
river, stranding hordes of daily 
commuters. Other residents in 
populous suburbs east of New 
Orleans were stranded by flood 
waters up to the floorboards 
of their cars. 
Authorities at LaFitte, south 
of New Orleans, got ready to 
sandbag if tidal water rose any 
higher. 
HOURLY BULLETINS 
Morrison issued hourly radio 
bulletins to residents advising 
them of tide levels. 
At 4:30 
a. m. (EDT) he said residents 
south of Lake Pontchartrain 
were not yet in danger. 
Civil defense and military 
organizations joined the Am­ 
erican Red Cross in setting up 
dozens of emergency shelters 
for evacuees. 
Five U. S. Coast Guard cut­ 
ters plowed through dangerous 
waters in Flossy’s wake, track- 
uig down three vessels which 
sent distress messages. One of 
the vessels in distress reported 
two crew members alread dead 
in the tempest.
